CONTRACTORS AFRAID. 


Do Not Like the Bisk Jlelnp-Pairt for Gov- 


ernment Work in B Depreci- 


ated Bfoney. 


Washington, August 26.—A feeling ol 


uneasiness prevails among contractors 
who are preparing to bid on the work for 
tbo improvement of rivers and^harbors in 
this country fcr which congress made ap- 
propriations at tbe last session. 


The agitation among contractors is 


brought about by doubt regarding the 
value of labor and tbe purchasing power 
of a dollar if Bryan should be elected 
president and tbe free coinage of silver 
should be realized through an act of con- 
gress. 


For some time the engineer corps of the 


war department has been engaged perfect- 
ing projects for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors preliminary tojadvertising for 
bids, so that the work might be put un- 
der way at once. The total amount of 
such contracts will be about $60,000,000. 


A number of contractors who usually 


bid on such work have expressed fear in

BILL DOOLIN SHOT AT LAST. 


Noted Uandit Meets Death at the Handa o 


a Posse. • 


Gnthrie, Okla., August 36—Bill Doo 


lin, tbe last of tbe noted old time outlaw 
of the southwest, met bis death at the 
hands of a deputy United States marslia 
and posne at 9 o'clock yesterday morning 
and all that is mortal of this once greatly 
feared man lay in a casket last night at 
Rhodes' undertaking establishment, in 
this city, where during the day it was 
viewed by curious thousands. 


Doolin, who was captured last January 


by William Tllghmon without the shed- 
ding of blood, led a revolt in the federal 
jail here on July 5 and, with thirteen 
other prisoners, escaped. No effort was 
made to pursue or recapture them for a 
long time, and Doolin had been for a 
month living with his wife at or near her 
parent's home, at Lawson, Wayne county, 
fifty miles northeast of bore. Many peo- 
ple havo seen him going about there. 
Twice ho visited Stiilwater, and last Sat- 
urday both be and "Dynamite Diok" 
wore seen driving leisurely along tbe road 
within three miles of that town. 


During t^is time Doolin was perfecting 


ilans for tbe reorganization of an outlaw 
gang that would outdo any of the noted 
landits ot the past, and bad about per- 
fected arrangements fora raid. Last Sun- 
day United States Marshal Neagle decid- 
ed it was time to act, and he sent out a 
;encral call of all tbe deputies in tho ter- 
ritory to mass in Payne county and be 
ready for a raid yesterday. Heck Thomas, 
one of the old time deputies, was, how- 
over, over 
in that country, hunting 


whisky peddlers, and, bearing of Doolln's 
exact whereabouts, he determined on a 
Ittlo raid himself, and thus cnoated Mar- 
ihal Neagle and his army out of the glory 
if capturing or killing the noted bandit. 


Thomue and his three possemen lay in 


wait about Doolin's home Tuesday night, 
watching their opportunity, which came 
about 3 o'clock yesterday morning, when 
)oolin emerged and started down the 


oad, 
Winchester in band. It was bright 


moonlight, and when tho hunted man 
;umo close enough he was ordered to 
brow down his gun. Ho did not beg, 
but drew it up to tire. One of tho posse- 
men fired both barrels of a double bar- 
clecl shotgun, und Thomas bis Winches- 
er and Doolin fell forward on his face, 
dead. 


His body was at oiice loaded in a wagon 


that was in waiting, and the team of 
mules were driven furiously toward this 
ity. 
Tho body lay In tho bottom of the 


wagon, covered by blankets, and arrived 
icro just after noon. 


When the undertaker dressed tbo body 


ie found twenty buckshot wounds in tbe 
ihest, four bullets had entered the heart, 
ind the left arm was shattered by a 
Win- 


heeter ball. Doolin wore the same clothes 
he had on when be broke jail, but his 
ace was covered with a heavy beard, and 
lis body was greatly emaciated from tho 
ickncss with which bo suffered while in 
ail here. 


Tbe body was officially identified last 


night, and his slayers will receive close 
upon $3000 reward. 


Doolin was credited with eight mur- 


ders, three train hold-ups and as many 
bank robberies. 
He was born in Arkan- 


sas, but went to Texas when a boy and 
grew up in tho cattle campu. Twelve 
years ago be came to Oklahoma, and for 


time worked as a cowboy. Then be 
oined tbe Dalton gang, and later organ- 
zed another band of desperadoes, one 
which terrorized the territory for years.

Bryan and the Silver Basis. 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Many par- 


sons think that Bryan's election would 
not bring the country to tho silver basis 
immediately—that a free silver law would 
have to be passed before the drop would 
take place, and that this law could not be 
enacted within half or three-quarters of a 
year at tho earliest, even it Bryan should 
call congress in session at once after his 
inauguration. That is to say, the im- 
pression is that, even if the calamity of 
Bryan's election should take place, the 
disastrous consequences which it would 
bring would be delayed for a time—-that 
the country would not take the plunge to 
the silver basis and gold bo expelled 'be- 
fore the latter part of 1897 or early in 
1898. 


But all this is an illusion. A Bryan 


secretary of the treasurv would, immedi- 
ately after takinsr offioe,Marob 5or 6,1897, 
begin paying all the obligations ot the 
government in silver. He would do this 
for two reasons—first, because nearly ull 
the gold in the treasury which could be 
got out would be forced out between 
Bryan'a election and his inauguration, 
even if bonds were sold in the interval to 
replenish the stock, and, tberelore, there 
would be virtually no gold on hand to 
pay out; and secondly, because he would 
want to restore silver to an "equality" 
with gold as money of ."final redemption." 
This, of course, would abolish the gold 
standard instantly, and precipitate the 
United States to the Mexican and Chi- 
nese level. 


In reality, though, the calamity would 


come before tho inauguration. It would 
come just after the election. If Bryan 
were elected a raid on the treasury would 
at once set in. The $346,000,000 green- 
backs and 
tho 8130,000,000 Sherman 


notes still in existence, most of which 
are always outstanding, would be sent to 
the treasury for redemption in gold. In 
trying to stem this flood of paper the lit- 
tle gold fund of $100,000,000 would be 
swept away in a day, and the country 
would be on the silver basis. It may bo 
said that the|seoretary could "get square" 
with the noteholders by exercising his op- 
tion to redeem the notes in^stlver. This 
would be equally fatal, for it would send 
the currency down to the silver level. 
But could not tho secretary buy gold and 
thus stave off the silver plunge? No, he 
could not do this, for nobody would lend 
gold if he knew, as he would in this in- 
stance, that ho would be paid back in sil- 
ver, and the government has no authority 
to sell bonds payable specifically in gold. 
Moreover, oven if gold were obtained for 
bonds, it would be quickly swept away 
by the repeated presentation of the cotes 
through tho "endless chain" process. 
That is to soy, if the Chioago ticket wins 
no new legislation would be needed to 
send the country down to the silver line. 
Now, we do not believe that Bryan s elec- 
tion will take place. From this humilia- 
tion, calamity and political crime the 
country will be spared. But it is well 
for the people to understand from the 
outset that if this catastrophe comes to 
pass the country will hove parted com- 
pany with England, France, Germany 
and the other great civilized nations, and 
have dropped to the Mexican and Chinese 
level before the last of the election returns 
are in.

Mo Man Ever Saw Him, But He OeM All 


Bin Prlegts Want. 


The following is an extract from n 


private letter lately received from n 
young- Englishman, who was farming 
at Matabeleland at the time of the out- 
break: 


"The Makukuknpane and Matoppo 


Hill district, where the rising- com- 
menced, form a very difficult country. 
The natives living- in the hills there 
were always a nuisance to Lo Ben-, end 
,vhen the columns came in they would 
not fight for him. The company never 
disarmed these men or took their cat- 
tle. They have been a great trouble 
ever since, and the native commissioner 
could never go out that way without 
•six or eight police with him, and -was 
constantly getting- fired on. Twice 


was announced that a large patrol 


vs ith big guns and Maxims was going to 
knock them into shape and clear the 
hills, but it never came oft. 


In the Matoppo hills, in a cave in a 


kraal of his own, dwells the M'limo, a 
Makaklaka god, and though the Ma- 
tabele heartily despised these people, 
their slaves, they feared their god very 
much, though, many professed to dis- 
believe in him. He was always a thorn 
in the flesh to old Lo Ben, and to Mozeli- 
Icatze before him. 
"There is not, I believe, any such per- 


son as the M'limo. It is merely u 
swindle, run by a circle of men who 
wear their hair long and call them- 
selves his sons. No one, white or black, 
has ever seen the M'limo. The method 
of procedure is that the sons go round 
the people and drum up presentafor the 
jjod to insure good crops, etc. These 
presents, or offerings, are placed in thi 
mouth of the cave and—disappear. Ha 
is consulted from themouth of the cave, 
and whether it is a whispering gallery 
or ventriloquism is used no one knows; 
but the niggers nre immensely im- 
pressed by receiving answers from an 
apparently empty cave. Ever since 
the occupation of this country by us 
the natives have attributed all their 
ills to us. They said we. brought the 
locusts, regardless of the fact that they 
were here two years before, and BO on; 
but what roiled them most was the 
drought and consequent famine for two 
years past. They said we stopped the 
rain by shooting the crocodiles. The 
M'limo then, who is at the bottom of 
the rising, had an easy task. He toM 
the people that when the white men's 
blood was shed the rain would come; 
that to Ben was alive and coming with 
an impi from the north, and that he had 
made a spell which would turn all the 
white men's bullets into water. He took 
advantage, too, of the eclipse of ths 
inoon a short time back," saying he had 
done it as a sign to them, as also he had 
brought the rinderpest; but for some 
obscure reason he forbade the people 
+o loot. The rising was planned for tho 
E9th of March, the day of the full moon, 
The plan was simplicity itaelf. Every 
nigger was to rise and murder his 
master in the night; but the plan wan 
spoiled by the murder of a native police- 
man, causing the district I named be- 
fore to rise prematurely. 
Curiously 


enough, on the 29th the rain came at 
Itst in deluges. The natives are grum- 
bling terribly about the M'limo nor 
having kept his contract about th'» 
bullets turning into water, and he re- 
plies that they spoiled hir, spell by loot- 
ting when Ue told them not to do so."-

WICKEDEST PEINCE LIVING. 


Heir to Austria's Throne One of the 
Worst Blackguards in Europe. 


Tale of Incredible Brutality—On Meet- 


ing * Funeral Procession of Peas- 


ants He Forces His Horse to 


LM» Over the Deceased.

Emperor Francis Joseph's step in of- 


ficially proclaiming his nephew, Arch- 
duke Otto, as heir to the throne of Aus- 
tro-Hungury, is a great disappointment 
to his people, who, even since Otto's 
elder brother Francis Ferdinand be- 
came afflicted with tuberculosis of the 
lungs, to which he is now rapidly suc- 
cumbing, have been hoping' that their 
kaiser would set aside the claims of 
this most unpopular of all the mem- 
bers of his house, either in favor of one 
of his grandnephen a or of the son of 
his younger daughter, Archduchess Val- 
erie. But Otto is not the kind of man 
to permit himself to be quickly ousted 


of disreputable companions, male and 
female, Into his paluce a* night, and 
after having' drunk himself into a state 
of absolute crazimesB invited his compan- 
ions to come upotairs with him to hi* 
wife's bedroom in order that they might 
see how an archduchess looked in bed. 
Fortunately for her imperial highness, 
there ivas present in the palace at tho 
timeone of the aides-de-camp, who, hear- 
ing the noise and knowing the charac- 
ter of the prince to whose household 
he was attached, feared the archduch- 
ess might stand in need of protection. 
So when the drunken crowd of men and 
women came upstairs they were en- 
countered by the young1 officer, who 
drew his sword and threatened to run 
it through anyone save the archduke 
who attempted to pass. This, and this 
alone, saved the poor achduchess from 
the crowning indignity which her dis- 
reputable husband had prepared for her. 
As it was, he escaped with three months' 
arrest imposed upon him by the em- 
peror, while the young officer was sent 
back to regimental duty and, received 
promotion.

fnoiu what he regards as his rights; 
and m spite of his disreputable per- 
sonal character he has many supporters^ 
especially among the ultra-conserva- 
tives and the ultra-clerical element, who 
do not forget that he is a grandson of 
King "Bomba" of Naples, and thnt he 
has been educated by the Jesuits in all 
the old Hapsburg traditions of mon- 
archial right-ditiae, and <if hatred of 
constitutional government The com- 
mon people, however, detest him, even 
in Austria, while in Hungarj he is ab- 
horred by all classes alike. In fact, he 
is the one member of the imperial fam- 
ily whom it has been necessary to guard 
agam&t insult on the part of the public. 


Otto's claim to the throne is indis- 


putable. He is the second t,on of tlie 
late Archduke Charles Loins, second 
brother of the emperor, ^\ lw>, after the 
tragic end of Crown Prince Rudolph, 
became heir to the throne. 


But what the emperor thinks of his 


successor is best shown by the steps 
which he has taken in ooniMiction vt ith 
Otto's transfer to Vienna, where he is 
to reside under the eye of his majesty 
in that section of the imperial palace 
or "burg" known as the "Augarten," 
formerly occupied by Prince Constan- 
tme Hohienlohe. His entire staff and 
household have been dismissed by the 
emperor, who has himself appointed a 
new set of court officials in their stead. 
These according to the Official Gayette 
just published are to take their orders, 
not from the archduke, but from the 
emperor himself, to whom they will re- 
port, and iifho alone has the power to 
instruct or dismiss them. The chief

of the household is Prince Mootenuovo, 
president of the Austrian Jockey club, 
who reluctantly and at the personal re- 
quest of the emperor has surrendered 
his office of grand master of the im- 
perial court in order to undertake the 
very difficult and by no means pleasant 
task of converting Otto into a respect- 
able citizen. Prince Momtenuovo's fa- 
ther was the illegitimate son of Em- 
press Marie Louise of France and of her 
Austrian chamberlain, Count Nriperg, 
who figures as the lover in Sardou'scel- 
ebrated play "Mme. Sans Gene." 


Otto is the black sheep of the imperial 


family, and the estimation m which 
he is held by his countrymen may be 
gathered from the fact that some time 
ago, when he exhibited at one of the 
art shows at Vienna a water color that 
be had painted representing-a wild boor 
surrounded by its progeny, it was the 
standing: joke for people to ask one an- 
other what they thoughtof "Otto's letze 
Bchweinerie" (wfcich may be translated 
as "Otto's last piece of hoggishnees"). 
He is not only a. libertine, but also a 
drunkard, frequently seen intoxicated 
in public, and his behavior to his wife, 
a daughter of Prince George of Saxony, 
has been of so disgraceful a character 
that on two occasions she has been, com- 
pelled to leave him and return to her 
family. A short time before the birth 
of his eldest boy he brought a numSer 


About a year ago the archduke re- 


ceived a, severe pistol wound in the 
shoulder which necessitated hU going 
on a long leave of absence. An effort 
on the part of the friendly press was 
made to attribute the wound to an at- 
tempt at suicide. But thi& story was in 
flagrant contradiction of the well- 
founded rumors that he had received 
the Injury in a duel, his adversary being 
no other than his biother-in-law, Prince 
John of Saxony. One thing, at any rate, 
is, certain, that when a man attempts to 
commit suicide, he'does not generally 
discharge a pistol at his right shoulder. 


It is of Archduke Otto, too, that the 


story is told of his stopping a jseasa 
funeral in order to permit him to amuse 
himself nnd his companions by leaping 
his horse to and fro over the dead child's 
bier. Emperor Francis Joseph not only 
detests him, but is known on one occa- 
sion to have struck him In the face in 
a fit of fury at some piece of blackguard- 
ism that the young prince had pexpe 
trated. He sees, reflected in Otto all of 
Crown Prince Eudolph's worst fault* 
without a single one of his many re- 
deeming qualities. 


Only a short time ago the stories 


above related were published in detail 
in the leading newspapers of Buda- 
Pesth. The archduke appealed to his 
uncle, the emperor, to punish the editor 
of the journal in question; but Francis, 
Joseph, declining1 to comply with his 
entreaties and acting in deference to 
tlie advice of his Hungarian cabinet 
ministers, recommended Otto to prose- 
cute the paper for libel just as if he had 
been an ordinary citizen instead of u 
member of the imperial family. The 
archduke hod no alternative but to fol- 
low the monarch's advice. Proceedings 
for libel were instituted and the case 
was brought to court in the Hungarian 
capital, but the jury, after a short de- 
liberation, rendered a unanimous ver- 
dict in favor of the editor. Inasmuch 
as the latter had admitted his responsi- 
bility for the publication of the asser- 
tions about the archduke, and had only 
pleaded m justification that they were 
based upon fact, the sole inference to be 
gathered from the verdict, subsequent- 
ly confirmed by the court of appeal, was 
that the obnoxious sentiments were ab- 
solutely true. That ended tbe initter, 
and consequently the prince, now of- 
ficially proclaimed as heir to the dual 
empire, stands branded by the great 
courts of justice of the land as a repro- 
bate of the deepest die. It may be added 
that about a year previously a Viennese 
newspaper, having ventured to allude 
in a much milder and more guarded 
manner to some of these unsavery epi- 
sodes in the archduke's career, had its 
offices invaded by a band of his imperial 
highness' friends, who proceeded to 
thrash the editors and reporters with 
the flat of their sabers and with sticks, 
destroying both machinery and plates 
before leaving the sadly-wrecked es- 
tablishment. So great is the sub- 
serviency to the Imperial house in the 
Austrian portion of the dual empire 
that this outrage was permitted to pass 
by unpunished, save by the arrest per- 
sonally inflicted by Francis Joseph upon 
his nephew. But the Hungarians are 
much more democratic and independent, 
and it was because the archduke real- 
ized this that he did not venture to pur- 
sue at Pesth the same tactics that he had 
adopted at Vienna. Such, then, is the 
future emperor of Austria.
